protecting the segments of the s^t with protection that can be undone; and 
transmitting the group of sp^ments. 

2. The method ofplaim 1, wherein selecting the set involves selecting at least some 
of the set for visual scrambling and protecting the set includes visual scrambling those segments 
selected for visual scrambling. 

3. The^fiethod of claim 2, wherein visual scrambling involves using a key, including 
a remote computer number.
